TO INTERVENE 


Walton Says He Will Net Ob- 


struct "Pretended” Election. 


URGES ALL TO PRESERVE PEACE 


Opponents 
Ignore 
Oklahoma 
Gov­ 
ernor's Call For a Special Election 
Dec. 6 on Initiative Petition No. 79 
Statewide Election Being Held 
Defiance of the Chief’s Executive’s 
Order— Day’s Developments. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., Oct. 2.—G ov 


ernor J. C. W alton issued a call for a 


special election Dec. 6, on initiative 


petition 
No. 79, which, 
if 
passed 


would empower the state legislature 


to assemble itself for the purpose of 


instituting impeachment proceedings 


against the chief executive. 
‘‘I 
was challenged to 
leave 
this 
measure to the tribunal of the peo 
pie,” the governor said in explaining 
his sudden announcement of the call. 
"‘I accept that challenge and fix the 
date as Dec. 6.” 
Despite this maneuver of the gov 
ernor’s, leaders of 
the 
anti-Walton 
group announced they would ignore 
the call. 
“ He acoepte the challenge,” 
eaid W . D. Me Bee, “ too 
late. 
He 
can meet it today, not 60 days from 
now. 
W alton 1s 
whipped and 
he 
knows it.” 
It 
is therefore certain 
that 
the 
statewide special ele’ction on No. 79 
and the other five referendum amend­ 
ments will be held in defiance of the 
governor’s order of postponement and 
threat of arms and his latest call for 
'the initiative election Dec. 6. 
Governor W alton, visibly apprehen­ 
sive of public order, issued the fol­ 
lowing proclamation, addressed to the 
people of the state of Oklahoma and 
all peace officers of the state: 
“ It 
has come to my notice that a rumor is 
being circulated that I will interfere 
by means of the m ilitary to prevent 
or obstruct the pretended election ad­ 
vertised to take place today. 
This is 
to advise you that the m ilitary forces 
w ill not Intervene in this pretended 
election, and I hereby request all cit­ 
izens of this state to preserve peace 
and good order.” 
There are five constitutional refer­ 
endum amendments to he voted on, 
as well as No, 79. 
They are: An em­ 
ploye’s compensation act; a $,">“ 000,- 
000 soldier’s bonus for farm and home 
aid; a 31 Yz ad valorem tax lim itation 
act; a bank de;>osItor8 ’ guaranty fund 
act, and an act providing that no high 
state official shall be eligible to office 
unless for three years previous a qual­ 
ified elector of the state. 
The foregoing five proposition are 
Governor W alto n ’s pet measures. 
It 
was when his opponents ran in peti­ 
tion No. 79 as a rider, intended to 
oust him as governor, that he revok­ 
ed the election call he had issued. 
In the, election itself “ petition No. 
79 ’’ stands 
out as the vital question. 
If. No. 79 carries, the anti-Waltonites 
w ill claim a triumph and the down­ 
fall of the governor himself, for the 
Initiative petition is aimed to give 
the legislature power to assemble it­ 
self. 
Once assembled, impeachment 
proceedings w ill be instituted against 
"Walton at once, and there is scarcely 
a political observer in the state, in­ 
cluding the governor’s friends, who 
<loes not acknowledge that a meeting 
o f the legislature is tantamount to 
impeachment. 
Ho wev er, the tangle would not end 
there, in the opinion of a great many 
perso ns conversant with state affairs. 
Go v erno r W alton, already declaring 
the election invalid, would not recog­ 
nise the right of the legislature to 
meet, would attempt to disperse it and 
wo uld refuse to surrender his office 
under such a n impeachment, it 
te 
reliably reported.

ng able to continue the fight.

Declare There W ill 
Be a Lot Said 
on the Transportation Act During 
the Next Session of Congress, but 
That Nothing W ill Be Done Toward 
Changing the Present Law — Would 
Leave Railroads Alone. 


Washington, 
Oct. * 2.—Indications 


are m ultiplying at the white house 


that President Coolidge is being ad­ 


vised against recommending to con­ 


gress the proposed regulatory and re­ 


strictive railroad legislation. 


This information does 
not 
come 


from representatives of the railw ay 


executives, who are fighting to uphold 
the present transportation act, which 
guarantees a 5 ^ per cent return on 
railroad investments. 
Some of the 
president’s own party advisers and 
officiais within the administration are 
telling him the railroad question is 
full of dynamite and had best be left 
alone. 
H ardly a day passes that the 
future of the railroads is not a sub­ 
ject of conference at the 
executive 
office» 
President Harding on 
his fateful 
speaking trip across the country ad­ 
vocated 
these 
thing»: 
Compulsory 
consolidation 
of 
the 
railroads; 
a 
clause in the transportation act ce» 
put teeth in the decisions of the rail­ 
road labor board, and withdrawal of 
the federal guarantee of financial sup­ 
port to the railroads, at least In the 
form the support is given under the 
existing law. 
The advice that is being given Pres­ 
ident Coolidge by party and admin­ 
istration 
counsellors, as ascertained 
from more than one of his recent 
callers, is that the transportation act 
is still in an experimental stage and 
that in the two years it has been in 
operation 
economic conditions have 
not been such as to give it a fair 
trial. 
They argue that the country 
was in the midst of the panic of 1921 
when 
the 
EachGum m ins 
act 
was 
passed, followed by the coal and rail 
strikes of 1922, all of which had a 
direct and adverse effect on railroad 
operations and earnings. 
Chairm an Hooper of the railroad 
labor board and others of the presi­ 
dent's advisers contend that the rail­ 
roads should be left alone for a rea­ 
sonable time under the present more 
favorable business and financial con­ 
ditions before there is any tampering 
with the existing legislation. 
To un 
dertake a revision of the transporta­ 
tion act at the coming session of con­ 
gress, they assert, would he to invite 
a general business depression. 
Nevertheless it appears certain that 
a number of 
amendments to 
the 
transportation 
act w ill 
be offered 
when congress assembles. 
But their 
fate is another matter. 
One of the 
president’s close advisers summed up 
the situation with the flat prediction 
that there would be a lot said on the 
subject, but in the final analysis con­ 
gress would do nothing toward chang­ 
ing the present law.

once each year, the seessioti to begin 
the first Monday in January. 
The 
lerms of senators and representatives 
will be changed to begin ou that date. 
Short sessions would be doue a w a y 
with. 
The other amendment will desig­ 
nate the third Monday in January as 
the day of the president’s inaugura­ 
tion. 
This change would enable con­ 
gress to be in session long enough 
to canvass the vote cast for presi­ 
dential and vice-presidential electors 
and announce the result before the 
uay set for their inauguration. 
The purpose in Senator Aahurst’s 
mind iu suggesting these changes is 
to make it impossible for senators or 
representatives to act upon legisla­ 
tion after they have been defeated in 
November election. 
The disadvantages of the existing 
system were illustrated after the gen­ 
eral election of 1922. 
In that contest 
thirteen senators and more than a 
hundred members of the house were 
retired, among them being some of 
the most important leaders, including 
Republican 
leader 
Mondell 
of 
the 
house and Chairman McCumber of the 
senate finance committee. 
Notwithstanding 
their 
retirement, 
however, the existing law permitted 
these defeated members to return to 
their seats and vote on legislation in 
regard to which they were completely 
out of 
sympathy with 
their eleetor 
ite. 
An effort to effect a change was 
made 
when 
the senate 
passed 
the 
Norris resolution h > change the date 
of the inauguration and the time for 
congressional sessions to begin. 
This 
measure did not reach a vote in the 
house. 
Senator Ashurst believes there is 
im perative need for the change. 
He 
believe» that by bringing the new con­ 
gress into power two months after 
it has been chosen It w ill more cer­ 
tainly reflect the views of the people 
ou legislative questions. 
Moreover, 
it would end the practice of permit­ 
ting a legislator to exercise his vote 
after the people had repudiated him 
at the polls.

The report purports to 
present fact» on social studies in pub­ 
lic schools indicating what is wrong 
with text books and instruction. 
“ In recent years there have been 
well authenticated reports that self* 
ish interests are seeking to use the 
public schools 
for 
propaganda 
pur­ 
pose» and are undermining the dig­ 
nity and independence of the teach­ 
ing 
profession,” 
the 
report 
says. 
“ Such actions strike at the very heart 
of successful demoncracy and tend to 
tear down the usefulness of the struc­ 
ture of public education, which the 
members of organized labor, iu com­ 
mon with other public spirited citi­ 
zens, have striven to build up. 
A 
manifestation of the attempt to re­ 
strict public school teaching, which 
is both menacing and undeniable, is 
ihe array of scattered cases through­ 
out the country where teachers or 
other educational authorities have ac­ 
tually been dismissed or suspended 
for holding views distasteful to in­ 
dustrial and financial groups, or even 
for joining teachers»’ unions.”

TEXAS MAN BREEDS QUEEN 
BEES FOB EVERY MARKET 


By Use of Artificial Means He 


Fools the Bees and Reaps 


Income of $5 0,000 a Year. 


Raising 
and 
selling 
queen 
bees 
bring to E. B. Aty jt an annual revenue 
of more than $5^,000, and most of this 
is profit. Mr. Ault’s queen bee farm is 
near Galallen, Tex., 
and is 
in 
its 
twelfth y ear of successful operation. 
He ships the queen bees all over the 
United States and to foreign lands, 
including Australia. Japan and coun­ 
tries of Europe and South America. 
He also ships many colonies of work­ 
ing bees. 
Breeding queen bees is done partly 
by artificial means. 
There would be 
no money In the industry if the na­ 
tural breeding method 
of the bees 
were depended on for queens, it is 
explained. 
It was discovered that the 
working bees, like carpenters, 
per­ 
formed their work according to the 
plans and specifications of the archi­ 
tect; so Mr. Ault began building large 
<ells for queens In the artificial wax 
comb foundation. 
These queen cells 
are tli^n filled and produce queens, 
according to the foundation specifica­ 
tions 
As a result of this artificial method 
Mr. Ault obtains about 100 queens 
from every hive of 2,(HX) to 8 ,0(10 work­ 
ing bees, instead of only one queen. 
The bees are fooled, but they do not 
seem to mind it. 
Queen bees vary in price. 
When 
the demand is slow they sell for as 
low as $1, but ordinarily they bring 
$2.50 to $2.75 each. Just now there is 
an extraordinarily good demand for 
them and the price is on the upward 
trend.

MILITARY NOT 
TO INTERVENE 


Walton Says He Will Not Ob­ 


struct "Pretended" Election. 


URGES ALL TO PRESERVE PEACE 


Opponents 
Ignore 
Oklahoma 
Gov­ 
ernor’s Call For a Special Election 
Dec. 6 on Initiative Petition No. 79. 
Statewide Election Being Held In 
Defiance of the Chief’s Executive’s 
Order— Day’s Developments. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., Oct. 2.—Gov­ 
ernor J. C. Walton issued a call for a 
apodal election Dec. 6, on initiative 
petition Xo. 79, which, 
if 
passed, 
would empower the state legislature 
to assemble itself for the purpose of 


instituting Impeachment proceedings 
against the chief executive. 
“ I was challenged to 
leave 
this 
measure to the tribunal of the peo­ 
ple,” the governor said in explaining 
his sudden announcement of the call. 
"‘I accept that challenge and fix the 
date as Dec. 6.” 
Despite this maneuver of the gov­ 
ernor’s, leaders of 
the 
anti-Walton 
group announced they would ignore 
the call. 
“ He accepts the challenge," 
said W. D. McBee, “ too 
late. 
He 
can meet it today, not 60 days from 
now. 
Walton is whipped and he 
knows it.” 
It is therefore certain 
that 
the 
statewide special election on No. 79 
and the other five referendum amend­ 
ments will he held in defiance of the 
governor’s order of postponement and 
threat of arms and his latest call for 
•the initiative election Dec. 6. 
Governor Walton, visibly apprehen­ 
sive of public order, issued the fol­ 
lowing proclamation, addressed to the 
people of the state of Oklahoma and 
all peace officers of the state: 
“ It 
has come to my notice that a rumor is 
being circulated that I will interfere 
by means of the military to prevent 
or obstruct the pretended election ad 
▼or ti sod to take place today. 
This is 
to advise you that the military forces 
will not intervene in this pretended 
election, and I hereby request ail cit­ 
izens of thi* st-'te to preserve peace 
and good order." 
There are five constitutional refer­ 
endum amendments to be voted on, 
as well as No. 79. 
They are: An era 
pLoye’s compensation act; a $5".OOO, 
OOO soldier's bonus for farm and home 
aid; a 31 Vat ad valorem tax limitation 
act; a bank depositors’ guaranty fund 
act, and an act providing that no high 
state official shall be eligible to office 
unless for tliree years previous a qual­ 
ified elector of the state. 
The foregoing five proposition are 
Governor W alton’s pet measures. 
It 
was when his opponents ran in peti­ 
tion No. 79 as a rider, intended to 
oust him aa governor, that he revok­ 
ed the election call he had issued. 
In the election it elf “ petition No. 
79” stands 
out ae the vital question. 
If. No. 79 oarries, the anti-Waltonites 
w ill claim a triumph and the down­ 
fall of the governor himself, for the 
Initiative petition is aimed to give 
the legislature power to assemble it­ 
self. 
Once assembled, impeachment 
proceedings will be instituted against 
Walton at once, and there Is scarcely 
a political observer in the state, in­ 
cluding the governor’s friends, who 
does not acknowledge that a meeting 
of the legislature is tantamount to 
Impeachment. 


However, the tangle would not end 
there, in the opinion of a great many 
persons conversant with state affairs. 
Governor 
Walton, already declaring 
the election invalid, would not recog­ 
nise the right of the legislature to 
meet, would attempt to disperse It and 
would refuse to surrender hl9 office 
under auch an impeachment, it 
i* 
reliably reported.

the present transportation act, which 
guarantees a 5% per cent return on 
railroad investments. 
Some of the 
president’s own party advisers and 
officials within the administration are 
telling him the railroad question is 
full of dynamite aud had best be left 
alone. 
Hardly a day passee that the 
future of the railroads is not a sub­ 
ject of conference at the 
executive 
offices 
President Harding on his fateful 
speaking trip across the country ad­ 
vocated these 
things: 
Compulsory 
consolidation 
of 
the 
railroads; 
a 
clause in the transportation act co 
put teeth in the decisions of the rail­ 
road labor board, and withdrawal of 
the federal guarantee of financial sup­ 
port to the railroads, at least in the 
form the support is given under the 
existing law. 
The advice that is being given Pres­ 
ident Coolidge by party and admin­ 
istration counsellors, as ascertained 
from more than one of his recent 
callers, is that the transportation act 
is still in an experimental stage and 
that in the two years it has been in 
operation economic conditions have 
not been such as to give it a fair 
trial. 
They argue that the country 
was in the midst of the panic of 1921

passed, followed by the coal and rail 
strikes of 1922, all of which had a 
direct and adverse effect on railroad 
operations and earnings.

BEES FOB EVERT MABKET 


By Use of Artificial Means He 
Fools the Bees and Reaps 
Income of $50,000 a Year. 


Raising 
and 
selling 
queen 
bees 
bring to E. B. Agit an annual revenue 
of more than $5a,000, and most of this 
is profit. Mr. Ault’s queen bee farm is 
near Calallen, Tex., 
and 
is 
in its 
twelfth year of successful operation. 
Ile ships the queen bees all over the 
United States and to foreign lands. 
Including Australia. Japan and coun­ 
tries of Europe and South America. 
He also ships many colonies of work­ 
ing bees. 
Breeding queen bees is done partly 
by artificial means. 
There would be 
no money in tile industry lf the na­ 
tural breeding method 
of the bees 
were depended on for queens, it is 
explained. 
It was discovered that the 
working bees, like 
carpenters, 
per­ 
formed their work according to the 
plans and specifications of the archi­ 
tect; so Mr. Ault began building large 
cells for queens In the artificial wax 
comb foundation. 
These queen cells 
are then filled and produce queens, 
according to the foundation specifica­ 
tions 
As a result of this artificial method 
Mr. Ault obtains about KH* queens 
from every hive of 2,(MX) to 3,000 work­ 
ing bees, instead of only one queen. 
The bees are fooled, but they do not 
seem to mind IL 
Queen bees vary in price. 
When 
the demand is slow they sell for as 
low as $1, but ordinarily they bring 
$2.50 to $2.75 each. Just now there is 
an extraordinarily good demand for 
them and the price is on the upward 
trend.
